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| Thirty Millions of Gold. 
The Wealth That Has Been Extracted 
from Alder Guich—A Rugged Granite 
Mountain Seamed with Gold Veins— 
The Discoverer of Vast Riches Dies 
like Comstock, in Avject, Poverty. 


i (From the Engineering and Mining Journal ; 


In the spring of 1863 a party of five miners 
from Bannack took the trail 15 the Yellow. 
stone and Big Horn country, which for some 
time had been supposed to he rich in gold, 
Shortly after crossing the Madison on their 
way eastward they encountered Indians, and 
were driven back — | the spur west of the 
Madison into the valley of the Stinking Wa. 
ter, Following down this stream toward ite 
junction with the Jefferson, they camped 
over night at the mouth of a harrow 
coming in from the east. As usual, they 
prospected its bed, and, to their intense 
gratification found exceedingly rich pros. 
pects, Stimulated by success, they pushed 
explorations next morning still farther, and 
hetore the day was over had satisfied them- 
selves that the new creek was richer than 
any yet found in the Territory. This was 
Alder Galeh, which proved the most pro- 
ductive mountain gorge that has probabl 


ever been found in any part of the world, le 


and whose history, if it could be written, 
would present, perhaps, the wildest scenes 
of dissipation and lawlessness that could be 
found. 

The Fairweather party, the discoverers, 
ee — re ~ the 
richest ground they could find, anc began 
washing, meeting with unprecedented suv- 
cess. Fora time the discovery was kept a 
secret, but ultimately provisions had to be 
bought, and the trip made to Bannack for 
these resulted in the publication of the news. 
Instantly there was & trémendods rush to” 
Alder. The gulch was invaded by thou. 
sands of the wildest and most untamed of 
the pioneers of those days, Prospectin 
disclosed the fact that it ves rich from — 
to end, from the base of Old Raldy at its 
head, far down into the valley of the Stink. 
ing Water, Every foot of ground was taken 
up, and much waa claimed twice and three 
times, a circumstance which instantly neces. 
sitated a large graveyard and a coroner, 
With hardly an exception, every claim in 
the canon became almost immediately protit- 
able. In twelve months a population of 
15,000 had 5 there, and five mini. 
ature cities had sprung into life. Daring 
the summer of 1 over six million dol- 
lars in dust, a yield almost ineredible, had 
been taken from the bed of the creek, and 
in the spring of the following year the popa- 
lation had increased through emigration 
from all parts of the United States, both 
East and West, to nearly 20,000. Many 
claims yielded to their owners $100,000, and 
several doubled that amount. It can be 
easily imagined how wild must have been 
the days on that ra stream, where for. 
tunes were #0 — and where every 
attraction which the senses could call for 
was placed within reach of the miners so 
suddenly raised to efflaence. The flash 
times at Washoe were child's play to these 
Alder Gulch days. 

Of the five settlements strung along the 
narrow seventeen miles of the gulch, Virgi- 
nis, being the most centrally ted, was 
the most inent, and is to-day the only 
one inhalnted.

The Grand Vizier is doing his best to ers- 
ate new resources, bat he is nearly at his 
wit's end. Ago last expelient he proposes 
to lease the working of the coal mines at He- 
raclea, on the Black Sea, in security for a 
new loan he is trying to negotiate, This 
mine ubs a coal, and, as it lies 
near the sea, there is but little dith zulty in 
the transport of the coal. The Turks have 
never been successful in mining operations. 
They have but few men of practical science, 
and then, there is so mach ragcality among 
their officers that there ia but little net re- 
venue from such undertakings. They are 
too jealous of foreigners to concede their 
mines tothem.

Dowager Maria Anna Leopoldine, aged 72 
years ; and in the Royal Palace of this town,

aria, a Bavarian Princess, daughter of Kin 
Maximilian Joseph, was born on the 27th o

She was the sister of Queen Amalia 
and twin-sister of the Austrian Archduchesa 
Sophia. 
Sante Amalia, twin-sister of Queen Eliza 


beth of Prussia, was born on the 13th of No- 


vember, 1801. With the exception of the 
Duchess Max of Bavaria, her youngest sister, 
all her brothers and sisters died before her. 
They were King Ludwig I. of Bavaria, Em- 
Caroline of Austria, Prince Charles of 
varia, Queen Elizabeth of Prussia, Arch- 
duchess Sophia_of Austria, and Queen Maria. 
— Amalia married, Nov, 10, 1822, Prince 
ohann of Saxony, who after the sudden death 
of his brother, Friedrich August II., ascend- 
ed the Saxon throne, Queen Amalia had eight 
children, three of whom are still alive—Al- 
bert the reining King of Saxony; Prince 
6 „the heir presumptive to the throne ; 
and Princess Elizabeth, Duchess Dowager of 
Genoa. The Princesses Maria and Sidonia 
died, unmarried in the prime of life. Prin- 
cess Anna, wife of the Hereditary Grand 
Duke of Tuscany ; Princess Margareta, wife 
of Archduke Charles Louis of Austria; and 
Princes Sophia, wife of Duke Charles Theo- 
dore of Bavaria, all died shortly after ee, 
married, Queen Amalia was greatly love:

The royal funeral was solemnized on Mon- 
day in the Catholic court church, where the 
royal family of Saxony has its sepulchre.

11 a quarter past six o'clock L. M. a 
brilliant, though mournfuly party assembled 
in the church, which was hung in black and 
shut to the ral public. The large 
which runs — @ end to the other through 
the middle of the church was lined by a squad- 
ron of blue dragoons, a magnificent troupe, 
of which every man isa giant. When the 
King had made his entrance the Psalm 
„Miserere mei Domine” was sung. Before 
the sounds had died away the coffin, which 
had been brouglit into the church the day be. 
fore, was lifted with its pall of velvet, and 
borne in funeral procession through the 
charch. 

First came trumpeters, who were followed 
by singers, after these marched the servants 
of the defunct, the medical attendents of 
the court, the Master of Ceremonies, a Privy 
Councillor, and some Chamberlains. Then 
came the Bishop, in his white mitre,a prayer 
book in one hand, a lighted taper in the 
other, surrounded by the clergy in white and 
black surplices. The coffin was preceded by 
the Marshal of Queen Amalia’s and King 
Albert's householda, 1 born by twelve 
Chamberlains, and the coffin, carried by twelve 
servants. immediately behind walked the 
King and Prince George, sons of the defunct. 
Both carriages, according to the Catholic rite, 
burning candles ; both were — in deep 
melancholy. The King and Prince George's 
suite was followed by the other Princes. 
Among them Friedrich Wilhelm, the Lmperi- 
al Prince of Germany, principally attracted 
attention. He seemed to 2 all the 
others in stature, and undoubtedly surpassed 
all in dignity of carriage and manly beauty 
Though nearly of the same age as the Saxon 
King, he looks at least twenty years younger. 
He was decorated with the cham of the Order 
of the Black Eagle, * his blue 
uniform admirably. '

andl white silk, with wigs, carrying flaming 
torches. The procession made a striking,

crown. Princess alone witnessed the 
ceremonies in the interior of the vault.

an account of the voyages which have been 
made during the past season along the trade 
route through the Siberian Arctic seas which 
he first opened out afew years ago. Four 
expeditions have crossed the Kara sea this 
season on their way to and from Biberia, two 
of these bejng continuations of voyages 
which began year. The first of these 
was that of Captain Wiggins, who started 
in 1876, purposing to 4 the southern 
narrow part of the Yalmal or Samoiede pe- 
ninsula, with a view 3 - 
ther this isthmus could be cut throu 1 
canal which would connect the Kara bay 
‘with the Gulf of Obi. After inspecting the 
isthmus, Capt. Wiggins went north around 
Cape Golevin ; but being prevented by con- 
trary winds from entering the Obi gulf, he 
sailed to the Yenisei, and, ascending it for 
nearly 700 miles, left his ship for the winter 
in the Kureyka river, a tributary of the 
Yenisei, not far from the Arctic circle, He 
thence travelled south ashore to ont of the 
Russian settlements, and returning in spring 
found his vessel frozen in and buried in 
snow. After hard work he succeeded in get- 
ting her afloat, but she went aground in the 
Yenisei and had to be abandoned. 

M. Bojling, a Swedish merchant, had un- 
dertaken to remove the cargo of wares left 
by Prof. Nordenskiold last year at Kore- 

vek, & Russian sett'ement on the right 
Pank of the Veni sei, in 71 21 N., and to 
take them up river to Neniseisk, and had 
built a mall vessel for that purpose. Hav.

This ship, named the Northern 
Light, had descended the Yenisei for a dis- 
tance of about 1,300 miles, and reached the 
Hruykhoy islands in the estuary of the river 
(70° 40° N.); but there M. Svanenbe 
found it necessary to leave the vessel, an 
return overland to St. Petersburg to obtain 
the means of fitting out a more efficient ex- 
pedition. During his absence the Northern 
Light waa 3 and scurvy attacked the 
crew, so that when he returned about the 
end of winter, with a new crew, one man 
alone remained alive of the five he had left, 

As already stated, Messrs. Wiggins and 
Seebohm, together with their crews, were 
now on board Bojling’s small ship, and 
Capt. Wiggins urged that, however unsea- 
worthy the vessel was, it would do to try to 
make their way through the Kara sea to 
Norway; bat the crew formally refused, 
and M. Svanenberg arriving at that time, 
the ship was sold to him. Svnanberg, in 
turn, tried to put Captain Wiggan's idea in- 
to practice, and, renaming the little vessel 
the Morning Dawn, sailed northward, Never 
before had such a wretched boat ventared in- 
to the Arctic seas; still, the * ended 
happily, and in mber, M.

The fact that out of the 615 whe were 
brought to self-destruction by dissipation, 
572 owed their postion to drunkeaness, is 
im itself a powerful tem lectare, It 
in not easy to understand why ot and 
summer were the seasons in which most 
suicides cooarred, The percentages are 73 
for winter, 19 for aatumea, AI for spring, and 
27 for commer.
